If those conditions aro on 
hand tho American portumnr can pro- 
duce as lino odors as tho French and 
Knglish manufacturer, and you mny 
safely stato that American perfumes 
aro more lasting than tho I'venuh, for 
wo Americans are more liberal with tho 
materials, while tho Fronch, relying on 
their established reputation, dilute too 
urauh. Tho use of essential oils in the 
nianufaeturo of porfumos has boon al- 
woat entirely discarded, bccivuso those 
oils bocomo very easily turpentined, as 
wo term tho peculiar process of de- 
composition. 


"I'1 lowers furnish most of the essences 


for perfumers, but there nro somo nni- 
niftl substances which yield very flno 
odors. Musk ia too well known to need 
description.

A com- 
paratively new substance is ambergris, 
taken from tha stomach oJ whales.
